thrilling, of the recent earthquakes 
that rocked part of Southern Cali­ 
fornia, is given readers of The G et­ 
tysburg Times by Mrs. Anna Welty 
Delaney, a former resident of G et­ 
tysburg, now residing in Compton, 
California. 
Compton was the center of the 
disturbance and considerable dam ­ 
age was done to property and sev­ 
eral lives lost in the recent tremors.

"He picked me up, but we were 
both hurled to the floor, along with 
hot food from the range and break­ 
ing china from the cupboards.

sw iftly and the building was rock­ 
ing and tw isting so strangely that 
I hadn’t time to think, but one idea 
persisted—I m ust turn out the gas! 
T his I finally managed to do and 
even ran bock into the room where 
Fred had been reading and turned 
off the electric light. 
The next 
thing I remember Fred had led me 
down the outer stairway 
and we 
were safe on the lawn below. Later, 
I discovered some bruises and a sore 
spot on the side of my head where

MAY CUT PAY OF 
POSTM ASTERS 


Receipts In Local Office Drop 
$1,399 In 1932 Over 
Previous Year. 


The democrat who wins appoint­ 
m ent as postmaster of Gettysburg 
faces the possibility of a double cut 
in the present $3,000 yearly salary 
Receipts of the Gettysburg post­ 
office dropped $1,399 from $39,715 in 
1931 to $38,316 in 1932, and the next 
postmaster may 
be compelled 
to 
take a cut on this account, as his 
salary is bawd on receipts. 
On April I, tile postmaster, along 
with clerks and other federal em ­ 
ployes. Look a 15 per cent cut in 
salary as part of the new adm in­ 
istration’s attem pt to balance the 
budget 
by 
reducing 
government 
costs. 
The decline 
in 
postal 
receipts 
considered in connection with an ­ 
other fact, will undoubtedly result 
in lowering the base pay of all pres!

agree. The other factor is the new 
law, part of the 1932 revenue act, 
which provides that in computing 
the amount of a postmaster’s sal 
ary, only 85 per cent of the gross re 
ceipts shall be used, rather than IOO 
per cent as at present.
